The Yardley Bridge, which was first 
built back in 1835, is finally coming 
down. The span has managed to 
weather floods, storms, heavy traffic 
and age, although a 1955 flood washed 
out all but its substructure. Yester­ 
day the Delaware River Joint Toll 
Bridge Commission announced the re­ 
built 
Bailey-type 
bridge, 
erected 
since the flood, has been put into the 
hands of a demolition contractor.

Typhoon Hits 


Red China 


HONG KONG (UPI) - Typhoon 
Alice roared through Hong Kong 
with 100-miles-an-hour winds to­ 
day and slammed into famine- 
plagued Communist China. 
First reports said three persons 
died in Hong Kong and two ships 
collided in the harbor. Property 
damage was extensive. 
Four junks were reported to 
have sunk in the choppy seas. 
Many 
wooden 
cottages 
were 
blown down. All public transpor­ 
tation was suspended and schools 
were closed. 
The 
typhoon, 
which 
swept 
across the South China Sea, was 
the first to strike this British is­ 
land colony with full fury this 
year. 
The storm battered the refugee- 
crowded city for mare than an 
hour before moving into Kwang* 
tung Province of mainland Calina 
threatening sorely needed spring 
rice crops. The rice was trans­ 
planted only last month and Is 
in a tender stage. 


7V2 Hours In Operating Room 
Star Jeff Chandler 
Fighting For Life 


CULVER CITY, Calif. (U P D - 
Rugged, gray-haired actor Jeff 
Chandler, weakened by IV* hours 
in the operating room, fought for 
his life today at Culver City Hos­ 
pital. 
Doctors saki Chandler, 42, un­ 
derwent 
emergency 
abdominal 
surgery Thursday and his postop­ 
erative condition was critical 
Other sources said the movie 
he-man had received more than 
apparently because of an arterial 
hemorrhage that began Thursday 
morning. 
Summon Former Wife 
Chandler’s condition was the 
third shock in recent months for 
Hollywood where beloved film 
stars Clark Gable and Gary Coop­ 
er have died. Gable, 60, died Nov. 
16 of a heart attack and Cooper, 
60 died last Saturday of cancer 
after a painful illness. 
Chandler was in the operating 
room from 10:30 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
and hospital officials considered 
his condition so serious they sum­ 
moned his former wife, Mrs. Mar­ 
jorie Mosheim Chandler, His fa­ 
ther, Phillip Grossell, also was

Talks 
Wot’A 
Summit 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 
Kennedy 
will 
confer with Soviet Premier 
Nikita S. Khrushchev in 
Vienna June 3-4, the White 
House announced today. 
Following the informal 
talks in Austria, Kennedy 
will go to London for 
brief conference with Bri­ 
tish Prime Minister Harold 
Macmillan. 
Kennedy will see Khrushchev 
after the American Chief Execu 
tive’s previously announced meet 
ing with French President Charles 
de Gaulle in Paris May 31-June 2 


The White House emphasized 
that the Kennedy - Khrushchev 
talks were not designed for the 
purpose "of negotiating or reach 
ing agreement on the major in 
ternational problems that involve 
the interest of many other coun­ 
tries.’’ 


"The meeting will, however, af­ 
ford a timely and convenient op­ 
portunity for the first personal 
contact between them and a gen­ 
eral exchange of views (rn the mar 
jor issues which affect the rela­ 
tionship between the two coun­ 
tries,’’ the White House said. 


No Summit 
Thus the American government 
made plain that Kennedy does not 
regard this first meeting with the 
Soviet leader as a so-called sum­ 
mit conference. 
Kennedy will be accompanied to 
Paris, Vienna and London by his 
wife. The President will leave 
London late June 5 for the United 
States, but Mrs, Kennedy will re­ 
main there for a few more days 
with her sister and the latter’s 
husband, Prince Radziwill. 
The Kennedy-Khrushchev meet­ 
ing has been under consideration 
for about nine weeks, and the 
Chief Executive decided to pro­ 
ceed with definite plans after 
sounding out other Allied govern­ 
ments. 
The White House announcement, 
after mentioning the Paris trip, 
said: 
"Following discussions through 
diplomatic channels which began 
last Mardi, and an exchange of 
communications, 
the 
President 
and Chairman Khrushchev have 
agreed to meet in Vienna on 
June 3 and 4. 


Flies To London 
"The President and Chairman 
Khrushchev understand that this 
meeting is not for the purpose of 
negotiating or reaching agreement 
on the major international prob­ 
lems that involve the interest of 
any other countries,”

Pehng Phong Savan, chief nego­ 
tiator for the "neutralist’’ faction 
of ex-Premier Prince Souvanna 
Phouma, said he had been as­ 
sured that all occupants of the 
plane were safe. He said at the 
political talk* in Ban Namone 
that he did not know what steps 
would be taken to release the 
men.

NEWPORT, Ky. (UPI) — The 
federal government moved into 
the George Ratterman case today 
with an announcement a grand 
jury will seek to determine if his 
civil rights were violated when he 
was picked up on a vice charge. 
U.S. District Attorney Jean Aux­ 
ier announced in Lexington that a 
grand jury had called Juanita 
Jean 
Hodges, 
the 
striptease 
dancer found in a hotel room with 
Ratterman. She was ordered to 
appear for testimony Monday. 
The announcement came on the 
heels of medical testimony that 
Ratterman’s 
blood 
contained 
knockout drugs a few hours after 
he was arrested in the hotel room 
with the dancer, known profession­ 
ally as April Flowers. 
The trial went into its third day 
today with Ratterman all set to 
tell what was going on in the hotel 
room when police burst in to Find 
him and the dancer on a bed, 
both considerably undressed. Miss 
Hodges, testifying in her trial ear­ 
lier this week, said Ratterman 
was trying to embrace her when 
police came. Ratterman in that 
trial testified his memory of the 
evening was hazy. 
The former Notre Dame and 
Cleveland Browns quarterback is 
a candidate for sheriff on a re­ 
form ticket pledged to rid this 
community of gambling, prostitu­ 
tion and other vices. Ratterman 
claims he was framed in an effort 
to discredit his candidacy. 
Two Persons Subpoenaed 
The district attorney in Lexing­ 
ton said two persons were subpoe­ 
naed to testify before the grand 
jury but declined to identify them, 
although it was learned April 
Flowers had been ordered to tes­ 
tify. 
The FBI entered the case the 
day after Ratterman was arrest­ 
ed. 
Meanwhile, squad of undercov­ 
er agents hand-picked by U.S. At­ 
torney General Robert Kennedy 
was reported in the area gather­ 
ing information on gamblers and 
racketeers. 
Internal 
Revenue 
Service agents were r e p o r t e d 
working with the agents. 
Newport, just across the Ohio 
River from Cincinnati, has a long 
reputation as being a wide open 


city where gambling and prostitu­ 
tion flourished. 
Ratterman, father of eight chil­ 
dren, said in his testimony Thurs­ 
day that he agreed to become a 
candidate for sheriff because he 
felt a group of citizens seeking re­ 
form were sincerely interested in 
cleaning up the community. 
Ratterman in his testimony ex­ 
plained why he was running for 
sheriff and of the early moves to 
arrange the meeting which ended 
in his arrest. His attorney said 
this was to show that plans to 
frame Ratterman began on April 
5, the day after he announced for 
sheriff.

Kennedy, for 
example, was expected to sound 
Out Khrushchev on whether there 
Is any hope for a nuclear test 
ban and stress the need for a 
solution in Laos to assure stabil­ 
ity in Southeast Asia.

JERUSALEM (UPI)-The Nazi 
murder machine killed 60,000 of 
the 75,000 Jews in Yugoslavia dur­ 
ing World War Two and the man 
who gave the orders was Adolf 
Eichmann, the court trying him 
for mass murder was told today. 


Alexander Arnon, 63, former 
secretary of the Jewish commu­ 
nity in Zagreb, testified that 60,- 
000 Yugoslav Jews perished, in­ 
cluding some 20,000 killed in one 
death camp near Zagreb. 


Arnon said the 20,000 Jews were 
among 600,000 persons slaughtered 
at the camp near Zagreb. 


Immediately after Arnon fin­ 
ished testifying, the Israeli pros­ 
ecution submitted to the court a 
series of statements by former 
high-ranking Nazis in Yugoslavia, 
identifying Eichmann as the man 
who ordered the Yugoslav killings 
from his office in Berlin.

Flight Fails 


CAPE CANAVERAL (UPI) - 
The second test flight of Ameri­ 
ca’s new “instant ICBM,” t h e 
Minuteman, ended in failure to­ 
day when the rocket was blown 
up after veering off course. 
The sleek, white rocket blasted 
into the sky at 10:19 a.m. EDT, 
in an attempt to plant a dummy 
warhead on a South Atlantic tar­ 
get more than 4,000 miles away. 
But slightly more than a minute 
later, the second flight model of 
the Air Force missile b e g a n 
weaving 
snakelike 
patterns 
through the sky. 
A range safety officer tripped 
two switches that blew the 33-ton 
Minuteman to bits. 
The wreckage plunged into the 
Atlantic Ocean several hundred 
miles southeast 
of 
this missile 
testing center. 
The failure came three months 
and 19 days after the Minuteman, 
third of America’s intercontinental 
ballistic missiles, scored an un­ 
precedented success by making a 
near full-range flight in its first 
test shot.
